Yours in the Goddess 
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BELT ANE THE DOUR INTO SUMMER 


The Celtic-Wiccan year 1s firmly hinaed on two. CODDOSLlte 
and polar nolidays. Eeltane and Samhain. These two holidays 
could be called the Door irto Summer, and the Door into Winter. 
tor each represents a gateway. a nhinae point between two 
WOr1ds. Wwe are of course tar more familiar with the eerie. 
hiahly cnaraeod psychic quality or the "hinae' time when we are 
dealing with Samhain, traditionally the witchiest of holidays. 
But Eeltane. or May Day. has 1ts own uniqaue resonance. Ihe 
gateway into Winter, Samhain. 18S tinged with an aura of arliefr. 
and yet also or hope. because we now we are ooina into the dart 
time Of the year, and yet Spring lies bevond this tunnel. The 
gateway into SuUmmmer. EBeltane. 18S briaht and cheertul. yet 
colored by a haunting egae of pain, tor the harvest will not be 
gained without Spending and Sacritice. and atter the harvest. 
Winter will inevitably come. Here we See one of the most 
powertul central concepts in Wicca. as well as many other 
areat relig1ions,) -the acknowledaement of the dichotomy of 
L12fte-in-Death versus Death-in-Lite. the two opposities which 
conjzoined brina completion. 

The customs practiced at EFeltane are many, and vary 
throuahtout the lenath of Europe. but these rituals generally 
can be tvpitied as Earth kites. The rites as practiced in 
Celtic Eritain., Wales, and Ireland included chiefly the Mav Eve 
matinagas, «rnd the Maypole. On May Eve. men and women ran to the 
hills to cut down the trees to be used for the Maypole in the 
May Day celebrations. and bouans and vines tor decorating thetr 
homes. While there, under the Veil of Night. they celebrated 
each other 1in the most ancient and blessed or rites. Sexual 
Union. The Maypoles were erected on the areen the ne:it day, 
beribboned. and danced about. Had they ignored these rites. 
they felt sure they would have been bliahted with a poor 
nharvest. and {sickly. dying children. Ot course. this reaches 
back 1nto what was the most basic needs of ancient man. the 
need to eat. and the need to: keep the iw.ibe tron dying out. 

Times changed, and with the coming of Christianirty came 
the intolerance and hatred of the earth and 1ts wavs wnhich nas 
besmirched it for almost two thousand years. and today is 
manifest in the horrors of endanoered and exitinct Species. 
acid-rain depiliated hills1des. and lakesnhores awash with 
rotting, chemically potisoned tisnh. ns humankind Jdistances 
1tselt from the feeding quality of Gaea. the tarth Mother. the 
race becomes -:ddled with spiritual d:iEss5e., becomes pSyYCHhOtic. 
and eventually su1icidal. No clearer Symptom of this exiists than 
that the American people snhould by majority chose to be led by 
a gdoddering low comedian, whose lack of conscience daily ousnes 
the world closer to the tinal. irreversible nolocaust. Eut 
after the holocaust. aiven a few million years. baea will 
Cleanse nherself. and make way for a new Species. kodent people”

During the time of the Commonwealth. the Furitans managed 
to conolete the slow Jdecapitation of the Uld frelialon. In 154%, 
Farl1iament banned all May testivities., including Maypoless. 
which were termed "idols." In 1660, with the return of the 
monarcntial svstem. these laws were put as1ide. and the tirst May 
Day after Charles II's return was celebrated by a 1.54-ftoot 
Maypole being brouaht to London. erected. and lavisfhly 
necorated. Ferhaps this blatant invocation of earth torces nad 
SOme ettect on the King and his times, tor ctharles IT was 
nicknamed the "koogster"', and could not intrequently be tourd 1n 
SOme corner or boudoir implanting royal Seed into a 
lady-linc-waiting or chambermaid. Unlike Some roval philandgderets. 
there were tew comolaints to this practice. He must have been a 
aood lover. 

It was also a traditional practice tor certain persons. 
called 'Mayers'., to go ftrom door to door, performing SORNgS. 
FRyYmes. and dances 1in honor ot the CTominaga of Spring. These 
OersSons were rewarded with food aitts, cake, or even money. If 
they were retused.,. they would warn that the harvest miganht not 
prosper dus to Such a tight-ftisted attitude. Ihis harks back to 
the teeling that ancient man had toward community. where the 
well-being of any one person was Shared out to all. So, as vou 
See, Esltane as well as Samhain 1s celebrated by 
tr ick-3r-treaters'! 

Because the rkestoration of the Stuarts was celebrated on 
May 27th, the post 1660's May Davy ftestivities were oftten 
SuUbmeraed into the celebrations tor the return of the FE1ing. FE 
barland FEirng,. or May FEing, frequently wears Stuart period 
costumet(ſthere 1s also a May Queen. of course). These roles have 
become the province of children in more modern times. Children 
preserve 1n their rnymes. tairy tales, and games many oft the 
ancient customs that were once part of the now-shredded tabric 
of religious life for the Fre-Christian peoples. For 1instance. 
the Hobby Horse that children ride about on, 18S. liks the 
broomstick. a prallic symbol, and-is closely: involved in the 
test1ival of EHeltane. 

These are but a very tew of many popular customs which 
Fevolve around this occesion, which 1s probably the most 
ancient festival of the human race. To Wiccans. the ;oyous 
time of the Door into Summer celebrates in many rich and varied 
ways the mating of the areat. recumbent Eath Goddess., and her
